The other tw> were 
chased for dear Hfe by the crulsere YorAtno 
and Naniwa and passed by the settlement

On the oth instant the Japanese Admiral, who 
had, at great risk to his own vessels and men, 
had the torpedoes at the entrances fished uo, 
cauied several of his small vessels, chiefly 
torpedo-boats, to make a charge on Ting's 
rquadron, Several of the Yapr lost thelr Hves 
{In the courageous assault, but the CAea-pruen

Very faw of the ten thousands who from year 
to year congregate on- the historic downs of 
Eosom to see the Derhy won, know what becomes 
of the hero of the hour, the winner of the Blue 
Riband of the Turf. 5 

The majority of them after participating in the 
St. Leger and other high-class races seek « well- 
earned retirement In sweet seclusion at the stud 
{fo thelr native fend, whilst others are sold for 
enormous sums to forelgn breeding syndicates, 
There are horses to be found in the shafts of 
London growlers who have sported the gally 
coloured silk on a race course and there ‘hava 
been bondreds running on the turf whose proper 
sphere would have been ‘bus life. 


{tis not on recotd that a Derby winner has

known fact that winners of some of the biggest 
races have found thelr way into harness, 
Arata, who won ths Derby tn 183%, hts only

Bale Atbol, the victor In the Derby of 1864, 
was afterwards purchased for 12.500 guineas, 
sold again ‘for 5,000 guineas, and In 187% pur- 
chased by a breeding campany for 12,500 gul- 
neas, only to change hands again for 4,500 
guineas, : : : 

This much-sold horse fetched 1,950 guineas 
{n 1881, only to dfo a year tater. : 

The famous Glediateur, who proved succesefal 
In '65, netted £25 954 during bis racing career, 
and changed hands for 5,800, 7,008, and 4,300 
gulneas, bis Jact owner having him Insored for 
4,000 gulneas when he dled in 1876. 

Lord Lyon lved to be twenty-four, when he 
had to be shot, owing to {nfirmlty. 

Tha Derby of 1867 was, perhaps, one of the 
mont sensational and romantic on record. It 
was won’ by Mr. Chaplin's Hermit, a horse 
reported to be Jame; the race was actually run 
in a snowstorm, and the winner started at the 
long odds of 66tor. The plunging Margulis of 
Hastings lost a fabulous sum in bets over thls 
race, and was ruined ; In fact it was one of the 
proatest gambling Derbles ever known, a well- 

own dake losing {0 a einele bet £180,000 1 
Hermit's progeny won nearly & 380,000 In stakes, 
Mr, Chaplin, who purchased him as a yearling 
for the modest sum of 1,000 guineas, presented 
his skeleton when he died {n 1890 to the Royal 
Veterinary College. 

Blue Gown was sold by his owner for £6,000 
tow wealthy Americao, who refused to insure 
hima for the sea voyage, This was unfortunate, 
as, during a rough passage, Blue Gown dled 
ataca at tho ape of fourteen.
